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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Examiner's statement of indication of Allowable Subject Matter, set forth in Office Action dated April 6, 2005, 
is incorporated herein. 

Applicants' amendment and argumentation set forth in Applicants' reply filed November 8, 2005, are fully 
persuasive and sufficient to overcome all rejections of record. Specifically, Examiner observes that the primary 
focus of the teachings of Spielmann et al. (US 6,284,910) pertain to the design and synthesis of FPP analogs 
for the purposes of FTase inhibition. The primary focus of the teachings of Spielmann et al. does not appear to 
pertain to isolating or detecting FPP incorporation. Thus, motivation to combine the teachings of Spielmann et 
al. with Saxon & Bertozzi is lacking. 

In addition, Examiner is in agreement with Applicants' position that u [t]here is not established that Saxon and 
Bertozzi provides any motivation to one of ordinary skill in the art to apply its teachings pertaining to 
glycoproteins (i.e. a hydrophilic environment) to farnesylated proteins (i.e., a hydrophobic environment)" (see 
Applicants' reply, filed November 8, 2005, p. 16, third paragraph). 

Ting (US 2004/0209317) is cited for her description of the Staudinger reaction (see paragraph [0090]) and 
geranylgeranyl diphosphate labels (see paragraph [0104]), relevant to claims 1 and 28. Ting does not describe 
a method resulting in the production of an isoprenylated protein, as required in claim 1 , step b). Ting does not 
describe the synthetic substrates recited in claim 28.
